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CRUDE PRIMARY LAWS.

Primary election laws are necessarily 
crude, though the idea whderlying them 
is @ good one. Under the present system 
in Missouri a candidate, after fighting 
and paying his way to @ nomination is 
financially broken and finds that he 
has created divisions in his-own party he 
cannot heal. And the voters are apt 
to nominate the wrong man when five or 
six candidates are after the same office. 
Then, too, the party committee, after 
the primary, must take up the task of 
electing men who have received less 
than one-third of the votes of their par-, 
ty.* Our Democratic brethern will have! 
to use vast quantities of salve to heal 
their wounds, and they will need to cul- 
tivate their graces of charity and for- 
giveness very earnestly before voting in 
November. 

The present primary. election law was 
hastily drawn and rushed through the 
Legislature by Gov, Folk “to head off 
the bosses.” It didn’t hurt the alleged 
tosses much, but im gome counties and 
in several cities, 1t made the work of the 
bosses easier because it made it possible 
to gominate candidates who could not 
have obtained a convention nomination.

With State and Federal 
Laws. 


The accent is on the ‘‘Pure”’ at the 
Pure Food Show which qrened at the 
Celiseum Monday afternoon. All of the 
exhibits have been subjected to the acid 
test of the Federal and State pure food 
laws. John H. Gundlach, dent of 
the City Council, in his keyhote ad- 
dress at the opening of the show, em- 
phasized the purity of goods shown and 
advised consumers to patronize only 
such retailers as offer pure food for 
sale. 

For those who doubt, there is a way to 
find out; nearly all of the exhibitors 
give away samples. All that one needs 
to do, to find out if the different arti- 
] cles of food are pure, is to eat them on 
the spot or take them home and eat 
them and observe ‘the effects. An in- 
dustrious collector of samples should be 
able to cut down the high cost of living 


for a month to core. 


Some foods that are frankly impure 
are shown, but only by way of con- 
trast, as a sort of horrible example. No 
samples of impure food will be distrib- 
uted. There is also a “Fraudulent Bx- 
\hibit,” in which will be shown how 
unscrupulous packers deceive the house- 
keepers by giving them short weight, 
and how the Government is protecting 
the consumer by compelling the packers 
to fill their measures to the edges. 

Each afternoon there is to be an iI- 
lustrated lecture on city sanitation and 
beautification. 

Daily demonstrations are to be given 
by the domestic science department of 
the Young Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion.
